NEW VICE-PRESIDENT PRESIDES 
OVER THE SENATE. 


Has a Tilt With Mr. Money and 
Causes Senator Hoar to Blink by 
Using the Personal Pronoun—Says It’s 
One of His Hardest Experiences. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) | 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Col. Roosevelt tried his 
hand at being Vice-President of the 
United States today. When he came 
Into the Senate chamber this noon for 
the session of the Senate he was ap- 
plauded by the galleries and by the 
Senators. He took his place, picked up 
the little ivory gavel, looked critically at 
it and hit desk a crack for order. 
Then the chaplain offered prayer, and 
the Rough Rider stood there in doubt 


‘as to what he should do next. Finally 


a clerk suggested the reading of the 
journal for the last legislative day, and 
he ordered that. 

Senator Money of Mississippi asked 
that further reading of the journal 
be dispensed with.

Cabin Furnishings and Provisions 
Burned to Reach Port After a Ter- 
rific Four-day Gale—Vessel Used for 


Transportation of Prisoners. : 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
NEW YORK, March 5.—The ship's 
company that left this port on January 
21 in Jay Gould's former yacht, At- 
alanta, transformed into the gunboat 
Restaurador under Venezuelan colors 
and equipped with showy naval uni- 
forms and hopes of attaining Venezue- 
lan commissions, have returned home 
on the liner Philadelphia. They were 
gone a little over a month, although 
they expected to deliver the boat to the 
Venezuelan government in ton days. 

The yacht was sold to the Venezue- 
lan government early in January and 
constitutes the entire Venezuelan navy. 
Her armament consisted when she 
sailed of four six-pounder Hotchkiss, 
a three-pounder and two two-pound- 
ers, and she was loaded with ammuni- 
tion. 

Capt. Jeremiah Merethiew was in 
command. Under him were forty-six 
men. Sig. Kebrum went along as the 
representative of the South American 
republic. The men shipped under a 
contract stipulating that a month’s 
wages would be paid in any event and 
their passage beck. Al! that would be 
required of them was to deliver the 
boat over to the government at La 
Guayara. Then they could return or 
take service in the cause of the re- 
public. 

The first night at sea the ship ran 
‘Into a storm which damaged her con- 
siderably and raged four days. It was 
decided to run into San Juan, but the 
coal had given completely out before 
that port was reached. The cabin fur- 
nishings, which had been in the yacht 
since the days of Jay Gould, were 
dumped into the furnaces; fancy wood 
paneling, portieres 


and finally the  provisions—such 
mg as a burn rapidly in the 


In San Juan the Restaurador lay 
from January 38toebruary 6 being re- 
paired ahd refitted. Here she was 
joined by another agent of the govern- 
ment. After depafture from San Juan, 
ackording to the.story of one of the 
crew, the vessel was ordered to bom- 
bard the town of Carupano, held sup- 
posedly by the rebels. The guns had 
been trained on the town, when it was 


-learned from a flag that the town had 


been recaptured by the government. 
Shortly after this, a number of pris- 
oners were placed on board the little 
gunboat. Among the prisoners was 
the insurgent genera! commanding in 
that part of = country. He had been 
sentenced to shot, but ite had been 
decided to send him to La Guayara and 
thence to CFaracas, where the sentence 
was to be carried out. He was hope- 
lessly crushed and spoke to nobody. 
long as the boat was visible from 
the town his wife and daughters stood 
2 ng a high peak or rocks gazing after 


vessel ran aground on the Island 

of Coche, in the Straits of Magheriia. 
She stayed there until early in the 
morning of the 2ist. She Was pulled 
off by a tug and a German and Dutch 
steamer that happened along. On the 
same day the vessel touched at three 
other small poriz, two of which were 
Waunda and Cumana, at which she 
took on more eoners and soldiers. 

The ship got into La Guayraon Feb- 
ruary 13. The ship was no sooner in 
port and the p-isoners and soldiers dis- 
charged thar the government put the 
skipper, his officers and most of the 
men ashore. They were paid in Vene- 
zuelan silver, which was eventuil'y exe 
changed by the authorities at 80 cents 
on the dollar into American gold.

That familiar institution called the 
grand jury is invested by law with am- 
ple power to protect the community 
from the dishonest promoter and di- 
rector.

AKERS AND FRAUDS. 

The clairvoyants, astrologers, for- 
tune tellers, spirit mediums, Spiritual- 
iste, and others of that ilk, of whom 
Los Angeles has considerably more 
a fair share, are reported to be 


vigorously enforce an ordinance re- 
cently adopted by the City Council 
whieh taxes these people $10 a month. 
The Gpiritualists claim that they 
should be exempt from this tax, be- 
cause they are preachers of a religion. 

To the average person, who is 
neither a fool nor a rogue, the only 
fault to be found with this ordinance 


+ is that the tax is not high enough. It 
» would certainly be no loss to the com- 


Munity, but rather a decided gain, if 


| the tax on such dubious enterprises 


were made prohibitory.. Los Angeles, 
with ite large population of transients 
from all parts of the country, many of 
Whom are feeble in body and not over- 
powerful in intellect, is a sort of a 
happy hunting ground for this class of 
gentry. The claim of the Spiritual- 
istic mediums that they are preachers 
of religion, and consequently exempt 
from taxation, is o transparent subter- 
fuse, and will not bear investigation. 
Religion, like charity, is a broad man- 
tle. and can be made to cover many 
Sins of omission and commission, but 
if we try to stretch it so ae to shield 
these so-called mediums, who by the 
aid of various mechanical devices, 
Manufactured for the purpose, delude 
weak-minded people in dark rooms, in 
return for an admission fee—if we try 
to stretch the mantle of religion as 
far as this it will surely split. There 
are doubtless many conscientious and 


well-meaning people among the ranks 
of the Spiritualists, put they are not 
included among the fake7s who scratch 
with their finger nails on hidden 
slates, or cause tambourines to fly 
through the air. 

The operations of these people have 
been exposed so frequently In the press 
that it is astonishing to find them still 
attracting willing victims. Yet they 
do. A few days ago, at one of these 
seances, in Los Angeles, the medium 
told a fool in the audience that if he 
would go to a certain room in a lead- 
ing hotel he would there find a watch 
which he had lost. He went as di- 
rected and narrowly escaped‘ physical 
violence at the hands of the roomer, 
which was really what he deserved. 

The ordinance referred to is a wnole- 
some one and should oe enforced. 


“SENATORIAL COURTESY” 
HUMBUG. 

It is an unwritten law of the Sen- 
ate of the United States fhat each 
and every member of that body shall 
have the uncurtailed and uncurtailable 
‘privilege of debating any question as 
long as he chooses. The courtesy as- 
eumed and presumed to be due from 
one tor to another forbids the 
shutting off of debate so long as any 
member of the Senate desires to speak 
upon a pending measure or question. 

Theoretically this is all very beauti- 
ful; and this theory of Senatorial 
courtesy no doubt adds much to the 
dignity and grace of the Senatorial 
position—in the minds of Senators. 
But in practical operation this unwrit- 
ten law is subject to grave abuses, apd 
through such abuses it becomes. @ 
source of vexatious and indefensible 
obstruction in legislation, and it might 
easily become, under certain circum- 
stances, a source of serious embarrass- 
ment or even of danger to the govern- 
ment. The late Senator Stephen M. 
White of California boldly criticised 
this curious legislative contrivance. 


furnished in the exploit of Senator 
Carter of Montana, during the closing 
hours of the Fifty-sixth Congress. By 
talking for about twelve hours, almost 
continuously, Senator Carter prevented 
the taking of a vote on the Rivers and 
Harbors Bill, before the constitutional 
limit for that session of Congress had 
expired. . Senator «Carter literally 
talked the bill to death. The bill had 
passed both houses of Congress, had 
been amended in each, had gone to 
conference, the conferees had agreed 
upon disputed points, and only the 
favorable action of the Senate was 
needed to send it to the President for 
approval. If the measure had been 
permitted to come to a vote in the 
Senate, that body would undoubtedly 
have passed it. But Senator Carter in- 
sisted upon holding the floor until the 
expiration of the time limit for ad- 
journment, and under the existing 
rules and usages of the | Senate, no 
Senator had power to stop'the torrent 
of his eloquence (though many of 
them, no doubt, dammed it ineffec- 
tually.) Not even the entire Senate 
could have stopped him, if tlie desire 
to do so had been unanimous, inelud- 
ing the presiding officer, the acting 
Vice-President. Only the interposition 
of @ivine Providence—or a club— 
would in point of fact have been ade- 
quate to stem the tide of Carterian 
eloquence. 

The spectacle thus presented, it must 
be confessed, was and is humiliating. 
It is not the first time that such a 
spectacle has been presented in the 
Senate of the United States. It ought 
to be. the last. 


tradition of the Senate is based would 
be well enough if it were not subject to 
such terrible abuse. But the fact tha 
the privilege which it confers is so 
often abused is a good and sufficient 
reason for thé adoption by the Senate 


can be limited, or suspended altogether 
for a time, if necessary. It is the abuse 


which causes all the trouble, not the 
proper use of that privilege. In the 
case above cited the Montana Senator 
made no pretense of honestly debating 
the Rivers and Harbors Bf) on its 
merits. On the contrary, he openly an- 
nounced his intention of talking it to 
death, if his physical strength should 
prove equal to the task. This was 
plainly an abuse of the privilege of de- 
bate. It is a self-evident proposition 
that the deliberate abuse of so sacred 
a privilege should at least work a tem- 
porary suspension of that privilege. 

There are limitless possfbilities for 
evil in this fiction of “Senatorial cour- 
tesy.” Under its operation one man— 
any Senator who chooses to enact.the 
role of an obstructionist—has more 
power for the time being than the 
President of the United States, more 
power than both houses of Congress, 
more power than the aggregate of the 
American people. If the bill had passed, 
the President could have done no more 
than to veto it. Congress could have 
passed it over the Executive veto. But 
Senator Carter was able to talk the bill 
to death, simply by refusing to yield 
the flocr for other action. |

The 
time might come when the exercise— 
or, rather, the, abuse—of this power 
would constitute a grave peril to the 
government. If some vital question 
were pending, involving peace or war, 
it would be in the power of one Sen- 
ator to prevent action by the Senate 


‘| until it should be too late to repair the 


wro-g or the error of delay. Circum- 
stances and conditions without number 
can easily be conceived under which 
the abuse of the privilege of unlimited 
debate might cause incalculable injury 
to the public interests. _ 

It is time, and more than time, for 
the Senate of the United States to 
shake off this mossback tradition and 
put an end to this farce of “Senatorial 
which is so prolific in 
abuses. The Senate, in justice to itself 
and to the people, whom it is supposed 
to represent, should adopt some rule of 
cloture which will make that body an 
autonomous, self-governing legislative 
organization. Full and legitimate de- 
bate of all debatable questions must of 
course be preserved and guaranteed. 
But it should be within the power of 
the majority to fix a time for closing 
debate within reasonable limitations, 
and for bringing any question to a 
vote when in the opinion of the major- 
ity it is desirable to do so. Tie Senate 
should find a way—and to find it would 
be an easy matter—by which to pro- 
tect itself and the country at large 
against imposition. For that great 
legislative body to stand helpless and 
impotent before one of its members, 
while a sacred privilege ts brazenly 
abused, is irreconcilable with the Sen- 
ate’s own dignity and self-respect.

ENERGETIC MOVEMENT THEREFOR 
IN NEW YORK. 
Markets Recently Affected by Arrivals 
of Fruit in Bad Shape Owing to De- 


lays in Transit—What a Union Pacific 
Man Has to Say. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M1 


NEW YORK, March 6.—The Journal 
of Commerce says a movement is bi g 
energetically pushed for an expedited 
freight service from California to New 
York, the fruit growers being especialy 
interested. Mr. Horace Day of Gobel 
& Day, large receivurs of California 
fruits, said that an improved service 
was absolutely necessiry, and the rail- 
roa ’s should promptly take the matier 
up, to be prepaied for the shipment. of 
deciduous fruits which will begin in 
May. Freshness and brightness and 
soundness were indispensable, if tte 
fruit is to realize remunerative prices, 
and these features can only be secured 
by cutting down the time in transit. 

Ruhiman, of Ruhlman & Co., said: 
“It takes now on an average from fit- 
teen to seventeen days to get fruit here 
from California, whereas tormer.y it 
required but ten or eleven days. .t is 
hardly necessary to point out the im- 
portance both to rail and to 
this market of having quicker service, 
80 as to bring the fruit here in better 
conditicn. Hecently the market was af-

“As for the railroads, it is to their 
interest, as well, it seems to me, to 
give faster transportation and to land 
the merchandize here in good condition, 
because when a car is epoiled cea ers 
refuse to receive ft, and it is thrown 
back on the railroad to be disposed of 
as best they can.

As 
to the service of the roads, I think the 
usual time is being made, and if there 
are delays they probably occur be- 
tween Chicago and the East, and are 
due large’y to a heavy movement of 
freight and to severe-.cold weather.

NEW YORK, March 6.—The Jourral 
of Commerce says the Italian Chamber 
of Commerce of New York has “re- 
solved to answer and refute the attacks 
made on Italian lemons by several 
firms of this city and elsewhere.” The

made arrangements with the Fruit 
Buyers’ Union to have a “strict!y im- 
partial and unbiased analys's’” made of 
the lemons of California and those pro. 
duced in Italy. By this analysis it is 
intended to show the relative inerits of 
the two products as to the amount of 


citric acid contained, essential oil in the |: 


peel, and durability. The committee is 
now awaiting a special shipment of 
Italian fruit, which, it is stated, will 
be compared with a selected quality 
of California lemons. 

For some time the question as to 
which fruit is superior, the imported 
or the domestic, ag to the qualities re- 
ferred to, particuarly the amount of 
acid contained, has attracted a great 
deal of attention, both in this market 
and on the Pavific Coast. The cont:o- 
versy -was precipitated by a test :e- 
cured by the Karl Fruit Company, the 
result of which was favorable to Caii- 
fornia lemons. Only recently, howe, er, 

. tta, a prominent b.oker dealin 
in Sicily lemons, had a test made whi 
gave entirely different results. 

Saitta had the test made at his own 
request and expense by Meresrs. G. A. 
Ferguson and J. Nestell, chemists. 
The latter made an analysis regarding 
the acidity of California and Sicily 
lemons. For this purpose there were 
used twelve California and twelve 
Sicily lemons, furnished by Mesers. 
Krone Bros. The result ts given be- 
lok: Three hundred lemons give of 
citric acid, ounces, 
26.03; Sicily, 29.66. One United States 
gallon of juice contains in ounces of

\here were no other raison d’étre for 
women’s clubs every husband, father, 
brother and son should sing paeans 
of praise to them for the blessing they 
have brought in curing women of the 
stay-in-the-house habit and forcing 
them into the open alr. 

Whether from the fact that in the 
vid days much of the work of women 
was done indoors or from the idea of 
iheir delicacy and inawbllity to battle 
with the elements, it is true that the 
average or usual Woman has always 
nad the stay-in-the-house habit.

The construction of immense oil 
tanks is something of a curiosity at 
the establishment of the Lacy Manu- 
facturing Company. A _  35,000-barrel 
} tank may not look very large when it 
is standing in the limitiess oil field, but 
im the yard where it is being built, it 

“as big as all outdoors.’ It is 
laid out in the yard, fitted and bolted 
together and each picce marked, be- 
fore being sent to the field. The yard 
looked very large but it was well filied 
by two-thirds of the bottom of this big 
tank. The Lacy Company employs 200 
men, but only 70 of' them are at work 
in the shops, the others being in the 
field erecting tanks. That they have 
had a crew in Ban Francisco for the 
past’ four months, setting up work 
made in this city, is something of a 
feather in the cap of Los Angeles. 
They also have two crews at Bakers- 
field and one at McKittrick. 
largest establishment in the 
group mentioned is the Liewellyn Iron 
Works, which, having doubled its pro- 
ductive power within the past year, 
now employs 200 men. Large contracts 
are on hand for structural iron, and 
more in prospect, which yesterday 
caused the management to say that 
“the prospect for the future is most 
flattering.”

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


. BHARES AND MONDY. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 41.) 
NEW YORK, March 5.—The annual 
report of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, published this mo. ning. 
proved to be. the mainspring of the 
market. That document showed such 
@ mass of convincing evidence of the 
high prosperity of the railroad busi- 
a that it attracted large and sub- 
stantial buying, not only in that stock 
but in many oiher a gg railroad 
stocks. The Pennsy system is 
always accepted as a representative 
system, owing to the great diversity of 
its traffic, and the extent of territory 
embraced in its ramifications. There- 
fore the showing made of the growth of 
traffic both in the freight and passenger 
departments, the enormous increase of 
earnings, and the great work accem- 
plished on improvement and better- 
mentz, with the promise of increased 
efficiency as an instrument of trans- 
portation, had a great influence on the 
values of railroad stocks. The fi‘st in- 
fluence was felt in the trunk iine group, 
especially those. lines in which Penn-., 
sylvania has secured an influential in- 

terest. It spread to all the princi 
railroads rating in the trunk-line 
territory, including the coalers, and 
later in the day stocks of railroads in 
the western territory moved upward. 
The principal stocks affected, including 
the leaders in the grargers and Pacific 
oups, show gains of 1 to 3% points. 
ennsylvania itself was up 2%, Dela- 
ware and Hudson, 3%; Baltimore and 
Ohio preferred, 3%; Great Northern 
preferred, 3%; Burlington, 3, and Nor- 
folk and Western preferred 2%.

IVERSIDE COUNTY 
_ NEEDS FRUIT CARS. 
| 
GREAT CROP OF ORANGES AND NO 
SHIPPING FACILITIES. 
Thousand Carloads Ready, and the 
Railroads Furnishing One Car for 
Every Five Asked, Working Great 
Injury—City Sued. | 


RIVERSIDE, March 5.—([Regular 
Correspondence.] There are loud mur- 
murings among the loca! fruit shippers 
because of the utterly inadequate sup- 
ply of fruit cars provided by the rail- 
reads for shipping the fast-ripening 
orange crop. The car famine has 
reached an acute stage. Work at some 
of the packing-houses is practically 
suspended, while at others the force is 
working on half time, and this at the 
height of the shipping season. In round 
numbers, there are 1000 carloads of or- 
anges still in the Riverside groves and 
packing-houses, ready to be marketed, 
Not less than fifty carloads of fruit 
would be shipped out of Riverside 
daily for the next two weeks, if the 
cars were here. Only once during the 
present shipping season, for a week or 
so after the ten days’ rain, has the 
supply of cars furnished the Riverside 
shippers at all met the demand. At 
present fully ripened fruit of the 
choicest variety is hanging on the trees. 
In. many instances this truit has been 
sold, but the shippers are afraid to 
pick it, for fear it will rot in the 
packing-houses before there is a 
chance to start it East. One of the 
shipping firme got a stray car by luck 
last week. The car was packed with 
oranges last Saturday, but the railroad 
company did not start it toward its 
destination until today. Fruit is going 
out of Riverside every day, but in 
com tively small quantities. When- 
ever all train of empty refrigerator 
cars happens to hit the town, the local 
agents of the railroads are kept in hot 
water until the meager supply is par- 
celed out among the shippers in the 
proportion of about one car to every 
five asked for. The shippers complain 
not only about the scarcity of cars, 
but about.the schedule time made. 
Two years ago the schedule time for 
a fruit car between Riverside and Chi- 
cago was given as six and one-half 
days. Now it is seven days, but from 
ten to fourteen days usually elapse be- 
fore the car reaches Chicago. The 
railroads are working serious injury to 
the finest fruit crop ever grown in Riv- 
erside. 

SUED FOR DAMAGES.

Lacy, today instituted suit against the 
city of Riverside and the Riverside 
Water Company for $3315 damages.
